Dashed Ahead Through Rain
of Bullets Till He Fell
Exhausted

Major Henjamin 8 Berry, U. 8 M. .,
gon of Collector of the Port Willlam

H. Herry, hae been elted for bravery and
racommended for the Distingulehed Ser.
viee Crons by General Pershing

Major Berry was among forty-one
cited and recommended for war crosses
by the Ameriean commander,

The herolsm for which Majnr Berry
was honored was disploved June 8,
thia year, at Bols de Belleau, while he
wan leading United States ‘marines In
thelr charge northwest of Chateau.
Thierry, He war wounded during the
battle, and was reported dead several
time within the next few weeke

Led Charge, Though Wounded

After being wounded, Major Herry
arpse and mnde a final dash of thirty
yards through a raln of bullets, ang
succseded In reaching the first wave of
hle men, General Pershing's communique
snye, bofore yielding to exhaustion from
lis Injury.

Major Berry is a graduate of the Penn-
sylvania Military Aeademy nt Chester,
and was appointed first lleutenant of
marines at Annapolie. He served in the
Philippines and Porto Rleo, and wus In
charge of the first marines to arrive In
France. He became a major soon after
reaching the battlefleld

tieneral Pershing's citation of Major
Berry follows:

“He led hix men in n gallant attack
across open ground and into the Bols
ds Belleau, France,northwest of Chatenu-
Thierry, on the afternoon of June @, in«
spiring them to deeds of wvalor by his
example. When he reached the edge of
the woods he fell, seversly wounded.
Neverthelesn, he arore and made n final
dash of thicty vards across through a
wtorm of bullets and reached again the
first wave of hie command before vield-
ing to exhaustion from his Injury.

Others Clted by Pershing
Others cited by the Amerlean coms
dander are:

Second Lieutenant Fred A. Tillmnn,
8 M C.:

“He naroused the admiration aof all
the French first-line infantrymen when
making an  infanptry lialson west of
Rheims, June 26, He flew over the
enemy lines ut an altitude of only 150
yarda, in apite of violent machine-gun
and antl-alreraft fire.  Shot down he-
tween the lines, with his plane riddled
with hullets and  his  pilot  severely
wounded, he pleked up his pllot In his
arms and carrled him through heavy
fAre mare than 200 yurds to the French
first lines after he was himselt wounded
In the neck."”

Meeond Lientenant Johin K, Willlamas,
Infantry:

“On  July 28 near Villers-Sur-Fere,
France, when all the other oMcers of his
company had heen killed or wounded, hes
peomptly toolk command, led his men
through artillery and muachine-gun fire,
rushed a machine gun which was block-
ng his advance, personally kllled four
membersg of (te crew, galned his objecs
tive and held 1.

Second Lieutenant Hugh ¥, Edwards,
Infintry:

“Nenr Vaux on Julyv 1 he led his
platoon aguinst heavy machine-gun fire,
pilenced severnl machines, established
his gunx at his abjective,
vounter-attack on his left flank and
personally killed two of the enemy.”

supply Sergeant Jun Jankowshkli,
faniry:

“Near Vaux July 1
dugout, killing two and eapturing three
of the enemy single-handed."

Priviiie (first class) Walter A,
manskl, Infantry:
